During the Hearings before the 
House of Commons Committee on 
Railways and Canals on Tuesday. 
June 16th, Dr. Lawrence E. Kindt, 
M.P. asked the President of the 
Canadian National Railway, Mr. 
Donald Gordon, to clarify the posi¬ 
tion of the CNR with respect to 
the sale back to towns and farmers 
of the old CNR right-of-way pass¬ 
ing through their lands. The reply 
in the official transcript was as 
follows: 

“Mr. Gordon: Well, Mr. Chair¬ 
man. I think it is a very simple 
miestion. If there is any land at 
any point which Is surplus to rail¬ 
way requirements, we are always 
interested to hear from anyone 
who is interested to purchase it. I 
am not familiar with the particu¬ 
lar section of right-of-way. But 
tell your interested purchasers to 
get in touch with Mr. Roger Gra¬ 
ham, Vice-president of the Cana¬ 
dian National Railway at Edmon¬ 
ton. That is in his Region, and he 
will let the farmers know whether 
or not it is possible to make the 
arrangements you mention.” 

The sale of the CNR right-of- 
way passing through the Town of 
High P, iver was arranged about a 
year ago. This has probably caused 
others to enquire concerning the 
remainder of the old right-of-way 
which extends for about 100 miles 
south of Calgary. The above state¬ 
ment should clarify the policy posi¬ 
tion of the CNR on this important 
matter.

BARN FLY CONTROL 

Start fly control in your barns 
now so that breeding populations 
do not get a chance to build up, 
advises P. J. Proctor, Assistant 
Supervisor of Crop Protection and 
Pest Control with the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

The manure pile, says Mr. Proc¬ 
tor, is one of the worst offenders 
as far as barn flies are concerned. 
Half a pint of manure can produce 
5,000 flies in one week. Since flies 
can breed faster than insecticides 
can kill them, the first step in 
any fly control program is to re¬ 
move manure piles, rotting straw, 
garbage, etc. Unless these breed¬ 
ing sites are eliminated the effects 
of insecticides will be hardly notic¬ 
ed. 

Cords or bands, impregnated 
with insecticides for fly control 
are now available commercially. 
According to Mr. Proctor, when 
these are properly hung in build¬ 
ings they usually give fairly good 
results. Other commercial fly baits 
are available in the form of pow¬ 
ders and granulars. 

Mr. Proctor recommends a num¬ 
ber of chemical sprays for farm 
buildings. They are listed in two 
pamphlets entitled “Control of 
Livestock • Insects” and “Dairy 
Pesticides — 1964”. Both contain 
instructions on mixing the solu¬ 
tions, the best application methods, 
the number of treatments required 
and precautions which must be 
taken when using the chemicals. 

“Control of Livestock Insects" 
and Dairy Pesticides — 1964” can 
be obtained, free of charge, from 
District Agriculturists and from 
Extension Service, Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Edmonton.
